struction ol" the assessors. The law 
says they shall commence their work 
on the second Monday in April, and 
finish by the third Monday in May. 
The second Monday in April conies 
on April 13. 
Although the date

considered unlucky, the auditor does 
not believe in signs. 


This >ear the assessors will 
not 


have to make the enumeration of the 
population of the county. There will 
not be as much this year as there was 
last year. There will be a number 
of new assessors, on account of 
the 


election last fall. Last year the as- 
sessors held over and there were no 
changes made. Last fall the asses- 
sors were elected for two years 


It is necessary to give the assessors 


minute instructions eacn year, so they 
will know how to assess property and 


at to put on the books for collec- 


tion and what not to P'lt on. There is 
always a lot of trouble for the asses- 
sors and the auditor each year after 
the assessors have made their rounds. 
Mistakes are often made.

Career of G. L Lilley, Submarine 


Boat Investigation Starter. 


EARLY LIFE ONE OF HARDSHIP 


Made Spectacular Entry Into Politics 


Quick to Scant Graft and Giva It 
Battle—Opposed Fr«e 8ead Abuse 
Downed Paper Trust. 
The farm of his father, John Lea 


vens Lilley, near Oxford, Mass., was 
the place, and Aug. 3, 1859, was the 
date of the birth of George L,eavens 
Lilley, the member of the United 
States house of representatives from 
Connecticut whose Insistence for a full 
investigation into the submarine boat 
scandal has attracted attention all over 
the United States. 


His entire boyhood life was one of 


hardship and toil, not play. 
While 


still under the age of ten he had to 
arise at 3 o'clock in the morning to 
cover a milk route and get through 
with Jt in time to attend the country 
school at 9 o'clock. He was usually so 
tired on reaching!school that he wouW 
be found fast asleep at his desk on the 
conclusion of the Lord's Prayer, with 
which the school sessions were opened, 
says the New York World. ,In spite of 
his handicap he reached the head of 
his classes. 


When he \\as fourteen his parents 


jnoved into Oxford, leaving him be- 
hind to run his uncle's farm. 
The 


Lilleys next went to Middleboro, and 
there the boy peddled meat from a 
cart for his father, who occasionally 
sent him to Boston to buy supplies. 
On one of these trips the lad, who was 
not eighteen, learned that there was n 
shortage of potatoes in New England 
and that there was an abundance of 
them in Nova Scotia 
He induced a 


Boston merchant whom he knew to 
lend him $2,000, with which he went 
to Nova Scotia, chartered a schooner 
and brought a cargo of potatoes to 
Boston, where he sold them at a hand- 
some profit 


Three years later he was a salesman, 


with two rival concerns offering him a 
partnership -One of these partnerships 
resulted in the establishment in Water- 
bury, Conn, of the firm of Lilley, Swift 
& Co. His entry into politics In 1900 
was spectacular. He entered a town 
meeting at Waterbury which was pack- 
ed with adherents jof a controlling ring 
of grafters and denounced its estrnva- 
gance. A road repairing contract was 
about to be awarded for $35.000, and 
he offered to do the work and live up 
to all its specifications for $3,500. He 
was not only howled down, but was 
threatened with per&aal violence. 


That "experientef'/determined his fu- 


ture course in life. J3e announced him- 
self as a Kepublican candidate for the 
legislature and as a foe to all grafters, 
large or smalL He was overwhelming- 
ly elected and made good from the day 
of his election. He served a second 
term and was then sent to congress, 
where before he was hardly warm in 
his chair he defeated an attempt to ex- 
tend an electric light company's fran- 
chise in Hawaii upon terms that were 
oppressive to consumers. It was a hard 
fight, for he was up against seasoned 
congressmen, but be won out. 


His fight in the case of free seed dis- 


tribution has not yet been forgotten. 
Members of congress, with an eye to 
the support of the farmers, encouraged 
it until it became the practice for the 
members to flood the rural parts of 
their districts not with rare and valua- 
ble seeds, but with old and common 
trash, because the other kind could not 
be supplied in "political" quantities. 


To attack this abuse on the floor of 


the bouse was to subject oneself to 
being misunderstood as unfriendly to 
the cause of agriculture, but with his 
usual courage Mr. Lilley rose on the 
floor and denounced the practice—not 
the distribution of rare and valuable 
seeds, but the wholesale draft on the 
agricultural department for cheap seeds 
for purely poljtic.il ends. He was told 
he would lose the "farmer vote" In 
Connecticut, but he believed the farm- 
ers too intelligent to misunderstand, 
and anyway be was attacking a wrong, 
and that was the first thing to be 
thought of. He mustered only three 
rotes for his resolution to cut out the 
practice, which showed a contrasting 
lack of courage among the other mem- 
bers. He tried it again at the succeed- 
ing session and was again defeated, al- 
though he had increased his number of 
supporters from three to a hundred. 


In the fall of 1904 Mr. Lilley intro- 


duced the resolution that eventually 
resulted in the triul and conviction of 
the General Paper company, popularly 
known as the paper trust, and the dis- 
solving -of the combine, which bad 
artifically advanced th<> price of print 
paper to the newspapers of the coup- 
try. 
These results were due almost 


wholly to the Connecticut congress- 
man, 
-vbo persona]]y spurred the judi- 


ciary committee of the house and after- 
ward the legal department of the gov- 
ernment to action.

IRON TRADE REVIEW 


Cleveland, Murch. 31.—At the con- 


ference of Iron and steel manufactur- 
ers held in New York last week, a 
general feeling o optimism prevailed, 
and the ruling quotations on all com- 
modities were reaffirmed. This action 
was not unexpected, in view of the 
increasing tonnage of finished mater- 
ials, and is being well received by the 
trade. 
The tonnage booked 'by 
the 


Steel Corporation since January 1 has 
shown a monthly- increase of 25 per 
cent, and from, present indications the 
same improvement will be shown this 
mouth. The Eastern Pig Iron Asso- 
ciation has again decided to make no 
change in quotations, and additional 
stacks will be blown out if accessary 
to maintain production anfl consump- 
tion on a level. Eastern bar iron in- 
terests, at a meeting held last week, 
also decided 
against a change 
of 


prices, although operating at only 40 
per cent capacity. 


Increased activity is noted in sheets, 


tin plate and wire products. 
The 


American Tin and jShPei Plate Co., is 
operating S3 of its ISO sheet mills, and 
75 per cent of its tin plate capacity, 
as compared with 71 per cent a week 
ago. The tonnage booked by the lead- 
ing wire interest thus far this, month 
is only 10 per cent less than that 
closed during the same period a year 
ago. 


Purchases of diversified foundry in- 


terests in the east have given the mar- 
ket more than accustomed activity in 
that section. An order for 4,000 tons 
of southern iron has been placed >by 
a cast iron pipe plant, and one in- 
quiry for 4,500 tons is pending. 
In 


the central west, 
concessions 
from 


the agreed price of $17 continues to 
'be reported, and southern furnace op- 
erators are asking §12 for No. 2 for 
early shipment and are holding at ?13 
for second half. In the south, opera- 
tions among pig Iron producers, 
as 


compared with Dec. 1. are practically 
unchanged, 30 of the 35 furnaces still 
being idle. Rail sales include 24.000 
tons, placed by the 'New York Central 
with the Lackawanna -Steel Co.

It may be so considered for this is 
the week the bulk of the people's 
money for the ensuing fiscal year is 
to run the gantlet of the house. After 
this general appropriation bill passes 
the house it must follow the usual 
routine, first going to the senate, then 
referred to the senate's finance com- 
mittee, then reported after being ex- 
amined, item by item and amended, 
before it can be passed by the sen- 
ate. 
Should the bill be amended by 


the senate it must take the routine 
course for concurrence by the house, 
and as it invariably takes about three 
weeks to pass a general appropria- 
tion bill it can be readily understood 
how preposterous is all talk of rush- 
ing the session to final adjournment 
before the middle of April. 
The 


general impression still prevails that 
final adjournment will not be reached 
before May 4, the Monday preceding

The bills by Representative Schurr
